With the international situation, not only in Europe but also in the 
Orient becoming daily more fraught with peril, the necessity for a_ reju- 
venated and strenthened League of Nations becomes apparent, if world 
peace is to be preserved. 

First hint of the likelihood of an eventuality, which must have been 
obvious for some time to student-observers of international trends came in 
despatches recently to the daily press of this country when the Italian 
Mussolini was reported to be paving the way for a rapprochment between 
Italy, Germany and Austria by attempting to effect a reconciliation of dif- 
ferences between the last two mentioned countries. 

When one considers the situation in which these three countries find 
themselves an alliance in a common cause appears a natural probability. 
All three sustained serious losses during the Great War and its aftermath. 
All three are in urgent need of extension of territory to provide an outlet 
fo a large number of unemployed or partially submerged population, or as 
@ source of raw materials or for the promotion of trade or for all three. 
All three are in the same political as well as the same economic boat for 
they are fascist, dictator-ruled. The people of all three countries are in- 
tensely ambitious to regain what they have lost and this is probably the 
principal reason why they are content with the form of government they 
have. 


It is true that the Italian aggression in Ethiopia appears, on the face | 
of it, to have resulted in triumphant achievement for the Italian forces, but | 
it is doubtful whether, in the long run, acquisition of Abyssinia, even if sub- | 


sequent events do not result in some modification of the fruits of victory 


at the insistence of the League, will prove of great economic benefit to | 


Rome. In any event, it can surely be taken for granted that Mussolini and 
the Italian people, in their present frame of mind, will not be satisfied to 
call it a day and sheathe the sword. 

With this Italian viewpoint prevailing and Germany and France eyeing 
One another with distrust and apprehension, an alliance between Germany 
and Italy, fortified by Austria, could not be calculated to render the Euro- 
pean situation more secure. 3oth Italy and Germany are not only well 
armed and equipped but are perfecting their war machines to the nth 
degree of perfection, including the training of children of tender years, 

The situation is an exceedingly difficult one for Great Britain whose peo- 
ple do not wish to be dragged into another conflagration. On the con- 
trary the inhabitants of the “tight little isle’ are bending their energies 
towards recovery of economic conditions and statistics prove that they are 
well on the road towards this objective. 

While the British government is keenly alive to the dangers of the 
international situation, fortunately her statesmen are not disposed to be 
stampeded into any precipitate measures and quite evidently the people of 
the country are well satisfied with Anthony Eden's recent assurance that 


in the council of the League of Nations the country is prepared to “play | 


its part.” 

Expressing satisfaction with this viewpoint the London Times in a re- 
cent editorial said: 

“If the League, even the incomplete League, had disposed of the will, 
as it certainly disposed of the means, to bring aggression to a standstill by 
economic non-co-operation, nothing would now be heard of the conten- 
tion that the refusal of aid to the aggressor means war;

“Yet, even if the League had ucceeded, as it clearly could have suc- 
ceeded, in the policy of passive resistance, it would still have been neces- 
Sary to write another chapter in its development and to increase its powers 
by completing its membership and making its functions correspond with its 
capacity. The obstacle to be overcome is the ‘spirit of mutual distrust be- 
tween France and Germany.’

Numerous ru-| 
mors failed only to specify the defi-| 
nite time. They said Premier Tas- 
chereau would end _ his political life | 
and there would be a reshuffling of | 
the cabinet. | 

Mr. Taschereau, meanwhile, issued 
a long statement explaining his 
reasons for resigning. 

“IT leave political life,” he said, | 
“without bitterness and without 
anger against anyone, wishing as I 
do to remember only the pleasures 
it has brought me, the friends I 
have made and the little good I have} 
been able to accomplish.” | 

Mr. Taschereau said he had plan- 
ned to retire before the last general 
election, but he felt he would not be 
doing his duty if he abandoned his 
party “at a time when it was the 
object of the most violent attacks 
from our opponents.” 

Mr. Godbout was sworn in as pre- 
mier by Dr. Alfred Morrisette, clerk 
of the executive council, in the 
presence of the lieutenant-governor 
and the former premier. | 

Opposition Leader Maurice Dup-| 
lessis, whose Conservative forces, 
allied with the ranks of Action Lib- 
erale Nationale, lent such a stagger-| 


fast-moving | 


ing blow to the Liberal regime in 
last November's general election, 
said he found the government's; 


“manner of proceeding rather curi- | 
ous,” | 

Not only had the legislature been | 
dissolved, he said, but also the Tas-| 
chereau regime. He voiced the in- 
tention of carrying on his work at 
the public accounts committee. 

“We were just commencing the in- 
quiry,”’ he said, “and had only start-| 
ed to bring to light the scandal I 
have promised to prove. Now the | 
government asks that the house be 
dissolved."”.

PROBE METHODS 
FOR REDUCING THE 
WHEAT SURPLUS 


Ottawa.—A royal commission will 
investigate wheat marketing if the 
recommendation submitted to the 
house by the special committee on 
the subject is accepted by the gov- 
ernment. Trade Minister Euler was 
chairman of the committee and two 
other ministers, Hon. James Gardi- 
ner and Hon. T. A. Crerar, served on 
it, so there is little doubt its unani- 
; mous recommendations will be car- 
ried out. 

The report was unanimous and 
, found the course taken by the new 
wheat board under the chairman- 
ship of James R. Murray was con- 
sistent with the policy of the govern- 
| ment to reduce the wheat surplus to 
| reasonable proportions. 

A commission of three will prob- 
ably be appointed and one of its 
| duties will be to study marketing 
conditions in the United Kingdom 
and other importing countries in 
Europe. The committee spent many 
days hearing the evidence of James 
R. Murray, chairman of the Cana- 
dian wheat board, and members of 
the Winnipeg grain exchange, so the 
commission will have a great amount 
of data on the Canadian end of the 
marketing. 
| There have also been other com- 
missions studying the Canadian side

markets.

o Did Much 


For Agriculture In Canada 


Doubtless there were few persons 
who foresaw that the birth of a boy 
in the County of Devon, England, on 
June 16, 1836, christened William 
Saunders was an event that would | 
later prove of the most profound sig- | 
nificance to the Dominion of Canada. | 
The fact is that no other man has 
made a greater contribution to Cana- | 
dian agriculture than the late Dr. 
Wiliam Saunders. The chain of! 
Dominion Experimental Farms and | 
Stations is virtually a monument to} 
the work he began 50 years ago, for| 
he was the first director of this sys- 
tem of farms, which are now located | 
in strategic positions across the en- 
tire length of the Dominion. 

The new administration building, 
at the Central Experimental Farm to 
be known as the William Saunders 
Building, and which was opened on 
June 6, stands upon the site of his 
former home. | 

William Saunders came to Canada 
as a boy of 12 with his parents, who 
settled at London, Ontario, and, 
there on September 13, 1914, three} 
years after his retirement as direc- 
tor of the Dominion Experimental 
Farms, his long, useful life closed. 
His death removed a man whose con- 
tribution to the national welfare in 
its widest aspect, was fully equal to, 
that of any statesman, or great man 
in any of the other vocations. It 
was said of Dr. Saunders that no 
man did more or will ever have the) 
Opportunity which he had and of! 
which he took the fullest advantage 
to increase the production of land 
in Canada. 

When Hon. John Carling (later Sir! 


John) as Dominion Minister of Agri- 
culture, who represented London, 
Ontario, in the House of Commons, 


was authorized in 1885 to proceed 
with the organization of a system of} 
experimental farms, he selected his 
fellow citizen, William Saunders, 
who by that time had established a 
reputation as a botanist, entomolo- 
gist, horticulturist and business man, | 
to visit the United States for the 
purpose of learning how the experi-| 
ment stations in that country were 
operated and with what success, 

The previous year a Select Com-} 
mittee of the House of Commons 
was appointed to inquire into the 
best means of encouraging and de- 
veloping agriculture in Canada and| 
the establishment of experimental 
farms was the committee’s recom-| 
mendation. William Saunders’ re-| 
port, following his visit to the United 
States, resulted in an Act being! 
passed in 1886 by the Dominion par- 
liament for the establishment of an! 
Experimental Farm for the provinces 
of Ontario and Quebec jointly—this 
farm to be known as the Central 
Farm—together with one for the 
Maritime provinces, one for Mani- 
toba, one for the Northwest Terri- 
tories (now the provinces of Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta) and one for 
British Columbia. 


Dr. Saunders’ interests, however, 
included all phases of ornamental 
horticulture. He was largely re-| 


sponsible for introducing and dis- 
seminating in Canada the Caragana 
or Siberian Pea Tree, which he 
recognized as having great possibili- 
ties for Western Canada on account 
of its extreme hardiness and rapid 
growth under semi-arid conditions. 
His breeding work with roses result- 
ed in the creation of varieties such 
as the Agnes and Mary Arnot, while 
many new varieties of gladioli and 
other flowers were the result of his 
efforts. His knowledge of Canadian 
trees and shrubs resulted in the Ar-| 
boretum at the Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa, and excellent plant- 
ings on the five original experimental | 
farms and on many public institu- 
tions throughout Canada. 

Dr. Saunders’ introduction to Can-. 
ada of many varieties of forage crops 
which play a very important part in 
the present production of such crops 
is probably not generally recognized. 


It was he who in 1887 introduced 
Brome grass from Russia Earlier 
work inaugurated by him brought 
into domestic use on such a large 
scale Western Rye grass, while his 


early interest in the introduction and 
adoption of better varieties of corn, 
clovers, and the like, resulted in ex- 
periments which in turn caused the 
adoption of crop practices on which 


the live stock industry of Eastern 
Canada has been built. 

Because of the great needs for 
newer and better cereals and the 


lack of such varieties throughout the 
world, Dr. Saunders displayed a par- 
ticular interest towards the unex- 
plored field of plant breeding. 
realized that a significant contribu- 
tion was possible in the field of 
cereal production.

An interesting story is told of the 
manner in which aid was given to 
the American Legation in Addis 
Ababa by British troops before the 
triumphal entry into the city by the 
Italians, The Legations in Addis 
Ababa were imperilled by riotous 
Abyssinians before the arrival of the 
Italian troops. American newspapers 
were greatly excited over the efforts 
made on behalf of the United States 
Legation by the Sikh guard of the 
British Legation; and the American 
Ambassador has revealed how Bri- 
tish assistance was solicited. The two 
Legations were only five miles apart; 
but the Americans were beleaguered 
by a murderous rabble and no mes- 
sage could be sent direct. However, 
with a small portable wireless set 
the American minister got in touch 
with one of his country's warships, 
who relayed it, via the Philippines, 
to San Francisco and Washington. 
Washington got on the trans-Atlan- 
tic telephone to the American Em- 
bassy in London; Mr. Bingham rang 
up the Foreign Office; and five min- 
utes later Sir Sidney Barton in Addis 
Ababa was making his dispositions 
for the relief of the threatened Lega- 
tion, 

The story was fully and generous- 
ly told by Mr, Bingham at a Guild- 
hall dinner. He explained that when 
the news of the American Legation's 
danger reached Sir Sidney Barton, 
the British forces were engaged in 
beating off an attack upon the Bel- 
gian Legation, which lay next door. 

There were perhaps some 3,000 
refugees within the compound of the 
British Legation. If the Belgian 
Legation were taken it meant the 
slaughter of many people, but the 
very moment that that attack was 
beaten off an armed convoy went to 
the rescue of the American Minister 
and his wife and the American citi- 
zens in our Legation. That is just 
a fundamental fact. It happens, and 
always will happen. It has been our 
privilege to extend that kind of aid. 
On this occasion it came unhesitat- 
ingly. It came exactly as I knew 
it would come—immediately, sym- 
pathetic, brave, and resourceful. 

The King, who received from Mr. 
Bingham the thanks of the Ameri- 
can President, sent his own congrat- 
ulations to Sir Sidney Barton and to 
the Legation staff and guard. Bel- 
gian thanks were conveyed by the 
Belgian Ambassador through the 
Foreign Office.

Newfoundland timber was gener- 
ally admitted to be at least equal to 
Northern European wood in physical 
qualities, but the same care in pro- 
duction was not taken, Jack Miner, 
chief forestry officer of the depart- 
ment of natural resources, said in a 
report published following a study of 
United Kingdom markets, 

Chief Forestry Officer 1urner said 
he talked with importers, dealers 
and users, operators of two coal 
mines, a paper mill, one newsprint 
mill, and a number of timber stor- 
age yards during his tour. 

“Newfoundland wood is_ strong 
enough for pitprops and structural 
timbers and gives a high yield of 
good fibre for paper making. Our 
spruce and balsam are rated as good

| raw material. 


“Unfortunately, the finished pro- 
duct—pitprops, pulpwood or wood 
wool stock—is often not good,” the 


' report stated. 


While it was “almost unheard of" 
for a shipment of Finnish or Rus-

Pasteurization Of Milk 


Does Not Destroy Vitamins Or Make 
Milk More Difficult To Digest 
Urging compulsory pasteurization 
throughout Canada, and stressing 
the great value of milk as a food, 
Dr. Gordon Bates, general director 
of the Health League of Canada, 
denies that pasteurization destroys 
vitamins to any serious extent, or 
makes milk more difficult to digest. 

“Groups and individuals, selfishly 
opposed to pasteurization, have ex- 
pressed opinions that pasteurization 
changes the taste of milk, that it in- 
jures its food value, that it destroys | 
its usefulness by damaging its vita- 
mins, that it injures its digestibility 
—all of them are absolutely false,” 
Dr. Bates declares. 

“Here are some facts: It has been | 
stated that vitamins C and D, the 
vitamins which prevent scurvy and 
rickets, are injured by pasteuriza- 
tion. As a matter of fact, vitamin C| 
is somewhat lessened by pasteuriza- 
tion. But both vitamins C and D 
exist in variable and _ unreliable 
quantities in milk. There is not suf- 
ficient of either to justify any par- 
ent in neglecting to add orange} 
juice or tomato juice and cod liver! 
oil to the diet of children, in addi- 
tion to milk, whether the milk is 
pasteurized or not. These other foods | 
supply the otherwise deficient vita- 
mins C and D. 

“It has been said,’’ Dr. Bates con- 
tinues, “that the calcium content of | 
milk is reduced by pasteurization. 
Actually pasteurization, itself, can-| 
not damage the mineral composition | 
of milk, although, under some cir-| 
cumstances, there may be a slight 
precipitation. In any case, there is | 
three times the amount of calcium) 
in cow's milk that there is in 
mother’s milk because nature prim-| 
arily intends cow's milk for calves 
and calves need more calcium than 
children, 

“It has been suggested that pas- 
teurized milk is not as digestible as 
raw milk. The experience in the| 
Hospital for Sick Children in Tor-| 
onto is exactly the reverse,” says Dr. 
Bates. 

“Dr. Alan Brown, physician-in- 
chief at the Hospital for Sick Chil- | 
dren, said in a recent statement pre-| 
pared for the Ontario government | 
that, during the past 20 years, every) 
drop of milk given in-patients and| 
out-patients, in that hospital had, 
been, not only pasteurized, but, in| 
addition, boiled to improve its; 
digestibility still further. Dr. Brown, 
at the same time, definitely con-| 
tradicts the statement that pasteur- 
ization changes the natural condi- 
tion of the milk,’ says Dr. Bates.

Great Progress Made 


Montreal Doctor Hopes Eventually 
To Stamp Out Scarlet Fever 


Scarlet fever, number one _ infec- 
tious disease, on the doctor's list, 
since diphtheria has been conquered, 
is now generally considered to be no 
more dangerous than chicken pox or 
measles, according to Dr. H. B. 
Cushing, Montreal, who presented a 
paper on the disease before the re- 
cent annual convention of the On- 
tario Medical Association, 

Dr. Cushing warned that while 
scarlet fever is practically under 
control with the mortality rate down 
to one per cent., there is still danger 
of epidemics of great seriousness, 

“If there were no scarlet fever 
many infectious hospitals would be 
closed,” said Dr, Cushing. The de- 
velopment of tests and anti-toxins 
by Dr. and Mrs. Dick have added 
greatly to prevention, diagnosis and 
treatment, but these are not quite 
as satisfactory as similar methods 
used in diphtheria cases, he said. 

Ir. Cushing was of the opinion 
the use of serum for scarlet fever 
is justified and was optimistic the 
disease would eventually be stamped 
out. 

“Scarlet fever is practically cer- 
tain to return in a _ very virulent 
form,” said Dr. Cushing, “but it is 
comforting to know we can control 
the disease with serum.”
